So says Senator Hatch

politics law” of 1939. It places 
a $3,000,000 limit on annual 
campaign expenditures by any 
national party and a $5000 lid 
upon the amount any individ- 
ual can contribute to one po- 
litical organization.

N THE three years of uneasy peace since V-J day, no citizen of 
the United States has been permitted to put far from his mind 


the question of his nation’s ability to make war. 


There has been 


much talk of “push-button warfare,” of “showers” of atomic bombs, 
of bacteriological conquest, of a quick defeat or a quick victory by 


these or other dreambook means. 


There also has been grave con- 
sideration, without discordant pub- 
lic debate, of what can be done 
with the means now available. 

The facts are these: 

1. “Push-button warfare is still 
in the laboratories. 

2. Supersonic flight and guided 
missiles are in sight but not yet 
militarily practical. 

3. Bombing aircraft of extreme 
range and payload capacity are 
on order, but not yet available 
in sufficient numbers to con- 
stitute a military factor. 

4. The atomic bomb has been 
steadily .improved since Naga- 
saki, but its quantities are se- 
cret and the bomb itself suf- 
fers the military disability of 
having become a political foot- 
ball. 

5. The ground army, about to 
be reinforced by the draft, must 
be given at least 18 months to 
train itself for a role in combat 
which even now is in some quar- 
ters discounted. 

6. The Navy, with no potential 
maritime enemy afloat, is en- 
deavoring to prepare itself to 
meet the concept of modern war 
in the face of bitter disagree- 
ment over what its part in war

Profits Aren’t Too High 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Every period of inflation in this coun- 
try has had a full quota of fetishes, fal- 
lacies, fantasies and phobias—and the 
present era is no exception. 

Whereas in earlier cycles of skyrock- 
eting prices certain financial and indus- 
trial leaders made glib and unwarranted 
statements and predictions, today their 
roles have apparently been taken over by 
some governmental agencies and labor 
“research” groups. 

One of the great illusions of °48 is 
that of business and corporation profits. 
Headlines proclaim peak results of cer- 
tain companies, rarely allude to recent 
dividend cuts in certain key industries. 

But a widely-known independent econ- 
omist of international fame, Prof. Sum- 
ner H. Slichter of Harvard University, 
an occasional contributor to the Post- 
Dispatch, has answered with a_ stout 
“No” the question whether corporate 
profits are excessively high. 

In an Atlantic Monthly (July, 1948) 
article it is shown that despite the con- 
stant need for more capital, industry 
since 1929 has lagged sharply. Example: 
For a half-century up to 1929, the coun- 
try produced $1.75 capital for each $1 
of plant or equipment. Since ’29, the 
figure is only $1.14. 

Population increase since 1940 is over 
4,500,000—the number of workers has 
expanded over 10,000,000-in the past 19 
vears. Prof. Slichter figures about $60.- 
000,000,000 is required to bring plants 
and equipment into normal increase for 
workers. In other words, more and bet- 
ter jobs. 

But where can this capital be ob- 
tained? In ‘47, of nearly $27,000,000,000 
spent on new plant and equipment, less 
than $4,500,000,000 came from stock or 
equity financing. 

With profits in 60-cent dollars, labor, 
equipment and materials on a balloon 
trip and the average business executive 
highly jittery, it adds up to the trench- 
ant phrase used by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago: “Precarious Prosper- 
ity.” D. A. B.

The Thomas Report 
The grave misgivings held about the House 
Un-American Activities Committee are not dis- 
pelled by its interim progress report. The com- 
mittee’s objective is to safeguard the country 


~ against: espjonage and to expose efforts to in- 


filtrate the ment service with agents of 
the Soviet Union. These things, of course, ‘are 
vital. We need to look no farther than to our 
neighbor, Canada, to realize to what lengths the 
Soviet Union will go to corrupt public officials 
in its search for offi secrets. 

The Royal Commission in Canada did a note- 
worthy job and, when its work was finished, it 
produced indisputable evidence that Canadian 
officials furnished valuable information to Rus- 
sia. But the Canadian commission did its work 
It was not interested in 
making headlines or creating 24-hour sensations, 
nor were its labors marred by political motiva-° 
tion. By and large, it respected the rights of 
citizens and did not resort to smear tactics. 

Chairman Thomas and his committee are not 
so scrupulous, as their own report shows. Tak- 
ing note of the smear charges that have been 
made against them, they say that “your com- 
mittee is confronted with the necessity that a 
few innocent people may be temporarily em- 
barrassed or the risk that 140,000,000 innocent 
Americans may be permanently enslaved.”’ That’s 
an admission of guilt, which is not assuaged by 
the second clause of the sentence. The peril to 
the nation is not so dire as to excuse the pub- 
lication of unfounded charges against individ- 
uals. 

As a matter of fact, it is questionable whether 
an inquiry of the type being pursued by the 
Thomas committee can best be left to a legis- 


lative body. The tracking down of spies is work - 


for a detective agency and we have an excellent 
one in this country—the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. And the FBI has been busily en- 
gaged in that very endeavor. It is charged by 
Attorney General Clark that the activities of 
the Thomas Committee have impeded, rather 
than helped the Justice Department in its search 
for espionage. 


The Thomas Committee makes a very serious 
charge against the Administration. It is that 
it has been “hampered at every turn by White 
House obstructive tactics” and refusal to supply 
information. Specifically, Mr. Truman has de- 
clined to furnish records of the Department of 
Justice with respect to certain individuals. It is 
his contention that release of the papers might 
betray the confidence of informants, stop the 


flow of future informdtiom and injure the repu- 


tation of innocent persons. 

It should be understood that, when a person 
is investigated, the FBI collects gossip, rumors, 
hearsay and unverified accusations, as well as 
solid facts. The history of the Thomas Com- 
mittee shows that it cannot be trusted to hold 
such records as confidential. The Thonms Com- 
mittee has leaks. The committee itself is con- 
cerned about such leaks. Moreover, the execu- 
tive department has the right to exercise dis- 
cretion concerning confidential papers. 

In 1796, President Washington refused a con- 
gressional request for documents relating to a 
treaty, on the ground that it was a violation of 
“the boundaries fixed by the Constitution,” 
meaning the separation of the executive from 
the legislative departments of government. His 
successors have followed his example in various 
instances. Andrew Jackson said he would re- 
sist such demands “as I would the establish- 
ment of a Spanish inquisition.” In President 
Cleveland's Administration, his Attorney-Gen- 
eral turned down a congressional request for 
papers because he did not consider “that the 
public interest will be promoted.” 

Mr. Truman has been charged with mdny things 
as President, but we do not think any fair per- 
son will believe that he would do anvthing to 
jeopardize the security of the country, or to pro- 
tect any public official who is guilty of consort- 
ing with a foreign power. 

That the committee holds lightly the guaran- 
tees of the Bill of Rights has often been dem- 
onstrated. The committee admits as much when 
it asks for legislation to prevent the “‘misuse” 
of the constitutional prerogative of an accused 
person to refuse to testify against himself. No 
legislation could accomplish that. It could only 
be. accomplished by constitutional amendment, 
and if such an amendment were passed—which 
God forbid!—it would impair an ancient Anglo- 
Saxon right won by the blood of our ancestors. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
the Thomas Committee is mischievous. reckless 
and ineffective. If anything is needed to sup- 
plement the work of the FBI and other govern- 
mental agencies charged with the national se- 
curity, it should be a non-partisan, disinterested. 
judicial body like the Royal Commission which 
exposed the @anadian spy plot. We should like 
to see the creation of such a commission.

- Chairman Hope of the House Agriculture Com- 

mittee expresses what must be the prevailing 
sentiment of farmers when he says that if city 
people want farm prices brought down, “they 
must first bring down the prices of things made 
in the cities.” . 

This, from a man who has been i Aw 
mentioned for Secretary of Agriculture if Gov. 
Dewey is elected President, comes perilously 
close to being demagogy. 

Between 1939 and 1947 net farm income rose 
from four and a half billion dollars to 17 bil- 
lion dollars, nearly a fourfold increase, or more 
than double the increase in wages. Food prices 
rose in the same period nearly four times as 
much as other prices. There is more room for 
deflation in farm prices, and that is where it 
should logically start. 

The increased use of tractors and industrial- 
type farm machinery has revolutionized the cost 
of producing crops. Another revolutionary change 
is hybrid seed, which permits a farmer to make 
a fourth more corn, for example, per. acre than 
he used to make, with no more work. No one 
would think of saying that a revolutionary new 
process in the manufacture of aluminum should 
not bring a reduction in the price. Why take 
that attitude on corn? 

The original farm-price support concept never 
supposed that farmers should be guaranteed 90 
per cent of the purchasing power of 1909-14. 
Until the war emergency, parity guaranteed farm- 
ers only about 75 per cent of. their 1909-14 pur- 
chasing power. The amendment raising parity 
to 90 per cent was enacted strictly as a wartime 
measure. 

Now Congressman Hope wants to freeze the 
90 per cent schedule permanently on the long- 
suffering public. This attitude, we think, should 
eliminate him from consideration for Secretary 
of Agriculture. A Cabinet member is supposed 
to represent the public, not a pressure group 
hent on maximizing its share of the national in- 
come at the expense of all other groups.

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Dinner Tickets a What Else? 


A member of the city Civil Service Commis- 
sion, Albert. E. Schoenbeck, is charged with im- 
proper political activity for selling a $4.25 Lin- 
coln day dinner ticket to Frank A. Neuwun, an 
Assistant City Counselor. On the strength of 
this, Charles E. Albanese, president of the Board 
of Aldermen and Acting Mayor, entered a com- 
plaint against what he called “the Civil Service 
machine,” which he said is asking foolish ex- 
amination questions, playing politics and wast- 
ing money. 

Schoenbeck’s position would be happier if he 
had made a clean break with all political clubs 
when he went on the commission. He did refuse 
the Missouri Association of Republicans’ presiden- 
cy but remained active enough to handle its din- 
ner. tickets. A man in his position should run 
no risk of such embarrassment,*but his record 
on civil service reform is godd, and the incident 
amounts only to a minor indiscretion. 

Schoenbeck’s counter-chargé, however, is 4 
very serious matter. The disclosure of the tick- 
et sale, he says, is “a smear attempt by the City 
Hall machine to prevent the proper investigation 
of political lugs.”’ He accuses Neun of conspir- 
ing with Charles Hertenstein, Mayor Kaufmann’s 
administrative assistant, to “forestall” an in- 
quiry into reports that. city officials are taking 
political contributions from employes. 

The picayune affair of the dinner ticket and 
Mr. Albanese’s blast against the commission do 
not allay those reports of law violation, but rath- 
er lend them heightened interest. If politicians 
are taking toll from merit system employes, pub- 
lic examples should be made of them. It is up 
to the Civil Service Commission to dig in and 
find out.

Yugoslav dictator has already burned his bridges to reconciliation.

The long-existing “cold war” of the So- 
viets vs. the democracies now has a full- 
fledged rival in the “invisible war’ be- 
tween Moscow and Marshal Tito. 

This all-Red, inter-Communist conflict 
is highly secretive in its major operations. 
In many ways it’s a grimly silent and sub- 
merged struggle. But however invisible, 
it’s a real war—and it’s likely to be “war 
to the death” for many prominent Com- 
munists before any decisive battle is wun. 


The first top-rank- 
ing victim was Col. 
Gen. Arso Yovano- 
vitch, Tito’s chief of 
staff in the Yugoslav 
Partisans’ war and 
revolution. When a 
Belgrade com- 
munique recently en- 
nounced that Yovan- 
ovitch had been 
killed while “at- 
tempting to escape” 
across the border in- 
to Romania, you 
might logically be 
skeptical about de-- 
tails in the official 
explanation. But there can ne no doubt 
that Tito’s former right- -hand man had ac- 
cepted the “Politburo line,” and gone over 
to Stalin. and the Comintern. So had two 
other important Yugoslav Reds, a major 
general and a colonel—the latter making 
a getaway. 

The defection and death of Yovanovitch 
is extremely significant. It initiates blood- 
shed in the top of Communist leadership. 


Man-Hunt for Deserters 


The manner of the announcement (by 
Belgrade’s Ministry of the Interior) shows 
that Tito’s highly organized secret police 
are closely watching every Yugoslav Red 
who might entertain “Stalinist’” sympa- 
thies. It also indicates a ruthless surveil- 
lance of all borders, both to prevent escape 
by renegades and to block infiltration by 
Comintern and Soviet agerits. 

In addition, Tito’s regime chose to give 
full publicity to the Yovanovitch shooting 
when it could as easily have kept the en- 
tire. incident under cover—in the family, 
so to speak. Obviously Tito chose pub- 
licity to show he will fight Moscow’s at- 
tempted domination with every weapon— 
and to warn’ members of the Yuguslav 
party what they can expect>if they desert. 

Accordingly, the invisible war registered 
a brief lurid and revealing flame of visi- 
bility; and fhis will probably happen from 
time to time. But the 
struggle will remain chiefly a silent and 
unseen death-grapple of plots and counter- 
plots. The Kremlin will never tolerate an 
outside Communist leadership which re- 
fuses to take the “blows of Bolshevik criti- 
cism and benefit from them.” 


The Crime of Independence 


Tito, Kardelj and their associates have 
committed the supreme crime of being in- 
dependent, and also of being “national” 
Communists... When Tito declared, “We de- 

d everyone shall be master in his own 
house,” the Politburo was infuriated. It 
ruled he must retract—or be eliminated. 


But things have now gone much too far 


‘for “Tito to find any safety even in the 


most abject apologies to the Kremlin. The 
death of Yovanovitch, and the manner of 
its announcement, was nothing less than a 
declaration of war. In effect, Tito said: 


.“You asked for it—we fight back—and 


with your own methods.” 

As a self-made dictator /and a typically 
super-proud Yugoslav, Marshal Tito could 
not do less. As a result, his name undoubt-

lives, and they understand this very 
clearly. Their only chance of holding out 
depends upon the brutal efficiency and ab- 
solute reliability of their own secret police. 

In Yugoslavia they unquestionably have 
the most powerful Red police network out- 
side the Soviet Union—a far tighter or- 
ganization than the Bulgarian, Romanian 
and Hungarian Reds yet possess. But 
political assassinations seldom require 
more than two or three “inside men” wha 
can be bought-—-and the inducements of- 
fered are certain to be great. Thus some- 
thing quite new is now happening in east- 
ern Europe. For the first time in history 
a group of Communist states are united 
in a common underground effort to unseat 
and eliminate the Communist leaders of 
another state. 


“New Catastrophe and Destruction” 


In reality, a major war is beginning he- 
tween different national groupings of Red 
secret police. For the invisible war is 
primarily a secret police guerrilla conflict. 
It could become a prolonged, submerged 
struggle as was the case against Trotsky 
and his followers. 

The deadly earnestness of the Tito-Com- 
inform conflict is shown by the attitude of 
Communist leaders in countries adjacent 
to Yugoslavia. Ana Pauker, the so-called 
“Red Queen” of Romania, is a fanatic fol- 
lower of Stalin who never deviates in the 
slightest .from the Moscow line. Miss 
Pauker has taken the lead in bitterly at- 
tacking the Tito Communists. 


In Hungary, Matyas Rakosi warned 
Yugoslav Reds the other day that Tito 
was taking them to “new catastrophe «end 
destruction.” Rakosi spent years in Mos- 
cow and knows where his bread is but- 
tered. In Bulgaria, Georgi Dimitrov is an 
aging revolutionary who knuckles under 
whenever the Politburo speaks a sharp 
word. So Tito’s three Red neighbors are 
lined up against him and his Yugoslav 
leadership. Their secret police were all zet 
up under close Moscow supervision, and 
undoubtedly contafh M.V.I% Russians in 
top posts behind the scenes. In any event 
the Russian police can operate today 
throughout Romania, Hungary and Bul- 
garia exactly as on their home soil. 


A Setback to Russia P 


These are important elements in the in- 
visible war. The Politburo and Cominform 
will resort to every ruse and stratagem to 


_establish secret agents inside Yugoslavia. 


They will try to win fellow-conspirators in 
all departments of the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment, and especially Tito’s secret police. 
The Tito regime will have to exist on 
guard, day and night,. against possible 
traitors and betrayals, A succession of ar- 
rests and purges will*be bound to occur as 
this undercover struggle continues its 2es- 
perate course. In the end Tito’s fate will 


be decided by the degree to which his se- © 
_cret police are reliable and unbribeable. . 


Certainly Marshal Tito is up against the 
toughest situation he has ever faced, tough 
and courageous as he undoubtedly is. But 
the war of the Communist secret police 
forces in eastern Europe cannot fail to 
increase internal suspicions and strains in- 
side these Red regimes. The fact that 
Moscow’s authority has been so flagrantly 
and frankly challenged will embarrass the 
Soviets in many ways; increasingly sv if 
this secret police war’ produces no early 
decision. The invisible, inter-Communist 
war will considerably handicap Moscow's 
initiatives in the “cold war.” It may be 
bad rfews for the Tito comrades.

The Sea-Going Rainbows 


STEELHEAD, by Claude M. Kreider. (G. P. Putnam's 


Sons, New York, $3.50.) 

In Missouri wé have rainhow trout (arti- 
ficially stocked) but they cannot he com- 
pared with the great steelheads—the séa- 
going rainbows—on the Pacific coast. 


The catch of a four-pound rainbow !n 
one of the Missouri streams where they 
are planted would mark the lucky angler 
for distinction. In the famous steelhead 
waters of the West, notably the Umpqua, 
Rogue and Klamath, some of the fisn 
*weigh as much as 15 pounds. 


Claude M. Kreider has been bitten hard 
by the steelhead “bug.” He thinks there is 
no other fish like it for real angling enjoy- 
ment. In comparimg the sport of taking 
summer steelhead, in clear, fast water on 
the artificial fly, with the catching of At- 
lantic salmon. he gives: the edge to the 
steelhead. Others may disagree but -there 
is no question that Mr. Kreider is right in 
calling the steelhead one of the world’s 
gamest fish. 

. * . 

“Nearly always,” he says, “they will take 
he fly with a savage surge on a tight line, 
at once stripping off line in a long light 
ning-fast run that is bewildering. And a 
fish of moderate size, say four to eight 
pounds, will often-.leap clear of the water 
time after time, sometimes clearing: the 
surface by a good six feet, then dive and 
hug the bottom—and run and leap again.” 


That's real fishing talk, brother, and any 
fisherman, whether he’s gone after steel- 
head or not, will know what Kreider 
means. 


The steelhead (so-called because of the 
color it takes when it goes to sea) is found 
all along the western coast, from northern 
Washington to southern California. Like 

the Pacific salmon, 
it swims upstream 
to breed, but, unlike 
the salmon, it does 
not die after spawn- 
ing in the head- 
waters of its native 
stream.

4 run occurs 
almost every month

Claude M. Kreider the coast—in winter 

and in summer on 
some of the jargest rivers. Kreider, a fly 
enthusiast, prefers the more active, lighter 
fish of the summer runs. 


The 172-page book is interesting and in- 
structive. Anecdotes are nicely inter- 
spersed with informative material. The 
last chapter has a list of good steelhead 
streams on the Pacific coast and tells how 
to find them.

POSTSCRIPT TO WENDY, by Amram Scheinfeld, 
(Whittlesey House, New York, 303 Pages, $3.00.) 
It is unusual to find a story told through 

a series of letters addressed to a dead 

person. In this instance it is not so fan- 

tastic as it.seems, however, and the result 
is a pleasant novel of the variety known 
as light summer reading. 


Essentially this is a story of two people 
in love, neither of whom, for quite differ- 
ent reasons, is able to resolve his own 
problems sufficiently to enter into mar- 
riage. Both must learn to forget the past. 
Surrounding Jerry and Leta is a group of 
unusual characters. Most are credible, but 
they" fail to leave any decided impressions. 
They are there patenjly to help a story. 


For many years Mr. Scheinfeld has writ- 
ten for newspapers and magazines and is 
the author of “You and Heredity,” a popu- 
lar book on genetics. “Postscript to Wen- 
dy” is his first novel. His style is facile 
but occasionally too close to journalese, 
and the humor no better than “IT want to 
live in a fancy penthouse with two pairs 
of pents.” Some of the minor incidents-— 
for example, a meeting between Fala and 
another dog on a-New York street—are

. . : the professor does not adopt the 
book which he has requested for examination, then he is 
legally bound to return it within 30 days or else pay for it 
out of his own pocket. In the latter event, he is usually 
granted an educational discount of about 15 per cent, 

* Unfortunately, many professors have deliberately degen- 
erated into petty crooks with regard to this textbook situation. 
They order an examination copy of every new book. Then 
they take a pile of these new texts to a local book store and 
dispose of them for cash.

FOR VARIOUS REASONS, the publishers submit to this 
form of campus hi-jacking. Tom told me that one professor 
in Chicago sold $248 worth of new textbooks to Tom’s store last 
term, all of which he had obtained under the guise of a 30-day 
examination period, after which he was to have either returned 
the book, or adopted it in class, or else have paid for it at 
15 per cent off. 

What can we expect of our college students when we send 
them for four years to listen to college theories expounded by 
such petty crooks? A good teacher must have the ring of sin- 
cerity clear to the core of his personality.

MAYBE YOU READERS think I am making a mountain 
out of a molehill. To give you some specific figures, I asked 
Northwestern University Press regarding my own textbook in 
Applied Psychology. They informed me that it has been adopted 
hy over 300 universities and colleges, &nd that they have there- 
fore given free desk copies to the respective professors. But 
they also informed me that in the last few years, more than 
500 other professors have ordered copies under the guise of a 
30-day examination, and neither adopted, returned or paid 
for it. : 

Those professors have often been sent monthly statements, 
but to no avail, Some of these men may have forgotten. We 
might therefore charge this peccadillo to absent-mindedness. 

But many of them deliberately re-sell the books. Besides, 
aA monthly statement should eliminate the excuse of simple 
forgetfulness.

Rut the extremes are common enough to make trouble for the 
world, and often for themselves, 

Take the people who think that the world owes them a 
living. If one of these is aggressive, he tends to think that 
“the world owes me a living because I am such a superior 
person. It ought to be delighted to take care of me, and admire 
me.” He's a star. 

If he is submissive instead of aggressive, he thinks, “The 
world owes me a living because I'm not able to take care of 
myself. It ought to be delighted to look out for such a weak 
and helpless person as J am.” He's a clinging vine. 

* * * ' 

NOW TO GO to the other side of the picture; stand up 
among the people who think the world is against them. If 
such a one is aggressive, he will set out like Hitler to get the 
hest of the world. “It’s against me and I'll tear it to pieces— 
I'll frighten it into leaving me alone.” He’s a Nero. 

If submissive, such a fellow will say to himself, “The world 
has it in for me, and there’s nothing I can do to meet such 
overwheling force. The only safety for me is to hide. I'll just 
crawl into my shell.” He's a turtle. 

Before you pick out a partner for life, ask yourself whether 
he belongs to any of these four extreme types. They are all 
hard to live with. You'll be safe in picking a partner with bet- 
ter balance. 

If you are already married to a star, a Nero, a clinging 
vine, or a turtle, you may understand him better and know 
how to deal with him more successfully, if you analyze him in 
this way.

Sobering Effect Is Noted — Formerly, Every Night Was Party Night 


By George Masterson. 


TOKYO, Aug. 30. 


HE occupation of Japan has 
ay gone on so long now that it 

has the full flavor of history, 
legend and tradition. 

There is a slightly snobbish 
aristocracy made up of women 
who were aboard the “First Ains- 
worth,” the trarsport which 
brought the first “dependents” to 
Japan in June of 1946. 

In. American social circles a 
woman who can say “I came on 
the first Ainsworth” is recognized 
as one of the pioneers. Even those 
women who came to Japan four 
days later, on the Meigs, have only 
a second-rate distinction as early 
settlers. Anything after that sec- 
‘ond transport just doesn’t count. 

The Japan that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur came to on Aug. 30, 
1945, was a far different Japan 
from the one which he rules to- 
day. 

Initially there was fear on both 
sides. The first American soldiers 
and Marines traveled in little 
groups and carried their rifles 
ready. The Japanese women 
stepped off the sidewalks in Tokyo 
to let Americans pass at a wide 
distance. 

On the second day of the occu- 
pation five of us walked abreast 
down the length of Tokyo's Broad- 
way—the Ginza—without breaking 
step. 

Today the Ginza is a shoving, 
elbowing mass of humanity. Two 
people now have difficulty walk- 
ing through the crowds. 


On that second day one of the 
new department stores that was 
open was an_ etmpty, barnlike 
building, dank and dirty. It of- 
fered a few bottles of cheap cos- 
metics, some pencils, some note- 
books and some indifferent block 
prints for sale. There was noth- 
ing else in the store. 

Today the great “departos” like 
Mitsukoshi and Takashimaya are 
overflowing with clothing, stoves, 
refrigerators, pots, pans, furniture, 
chickens, seeds, toys, shoes, boots

Consumer goods are not plenti- 
ful yet, perhaps, but the bountiful

“Black market” food is anges 
in Tokyo, too. In Japan the te 
“black market” is a slight mis- 
nomer. There is a great, free 
market, and a small “unofficial” 
market which falls far short of 
supplying the needs of the people. 


The bustle and industry that is 


evident in Tokyo also is prevalent 
in every other part of Japan. 


Where large five and six story 
buildings are going up in Tokyo, 
hundreds of little bungalows are 
being built in the countryside of 
every prefecture. Homes, ware- 
houses, shops, theaters, hospitals 
and restaurants are being built in 
every part of Japan. 

Most of the construction is 
cheap and shoddy, by American 
standards, but it is construction 
and it is providing an ever ex- 


panding physical plant for Japan's 
social and economic life: 
‘ The first year of limited foreign 
trade activity has brought indirect 
benefits by stimulating manufac- 
ture. Today Japan produces new 
automobiles, trucks and the “rab- 
bit” motor scooter, as well as cig- 
arette lighters, electric stoves and 
refrigerators, farm machinery and 
electric burglar alarms,

T changed in appearance. In the 
beginning every woman wore 

‘the baggy, pajama-like “mompei,” 
tied tight around the waist and 
the ankles, Today in every city 
there is a brisk trade in the dress- 
making business, and American 
“style books” are at a permium. 

Japanese girls working as maids 
™m American homes—and there 
are abouf 10,000 of them in Tokyo 
alone — reap heavy benefits in 
clothing. They get the castoff 
dresses and shoes, and they get 
the advantage of constant access 
to the mail order house catalogues 
which are an essential part of the 
household equipment of avery 
American overseas, The maids got 
a windfall when the “new look” 
hit Japan and the American wom- 
en made the great change. 

Old-timers in Tokyo, both Japa-. 
nese and Americans, get nostalgic 
for the “good old days” of the 
early occupation, though, -when 
there was the free-booting spirit 


of wartime without the dangers of, 


combat, 

The frantic search for joy dur- 
ing the first year after the war 
was common to both Americans 
and Japanese. Every night was 
party night, 

The arrival of dependents had a 
sobering effect, however, and the 
replacement of veterans by non- 
veterans was another factor in 
calming down the social life. 

Dinner parties replaced geisha 
parties as the main form of enter- 
tainment for the bulk of occupa- 
tion personnel. And at most of 
them, nowadays, little groups of 
men cluster in corners and gloat 
in memories. of “the good old 
days.”

Word for It

RS. H. de Gaspe of New 
M orieans will receive an auto- 

graphed copy of my new 
Handbook for sending me this 
Pet Speech Peeve: 

“What irritates me most nowa- 
days is the broadcaster who 
makes up his own pronunciations 
in order to display his high de- 
gree of culture. I just heard a lo- 
cal - newscaster pronounce Cufr- 
rently as ‘kuh-RENT-ly,’ consta- 
bulary as ‘CON-stah-bub-lary,’ and 
he reported that several persons 
were injured by ‘falling PLAHS- 
ter’ (plaster). Does any authority 
sanction such pronunciations?” 

Answer: The first two are quite 
incorrect. Currently is: KUR-ent- 
ly; Constabulary is: kun-STAB- 
yoo-lary. 

As to the broad A (ah) in plas- 
ter, it is not heard in America 
except in the speech of some, but 
by no means all, New Englanders, 
and in what has been called the 
little “ah spot’ in and near Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 

That the broad A in_= such 
words as after, ask, dance, can't, 
chance, plaster, etc., is more cul- 
tured or more correct than the 
standard American flat A is @ 
superstition and nothing else. 

Meanwhile, 1 believe it is my 
duty to repeat what I often have 
said: Do not think a pronuncia- 
tion is correct because you have 
heard it on the radio. Some of 
the most prominent broadcasters 
are guilty of absurd mispronunci- 
ations, ‘although, of course, they 
should not ‘be. 

Broadcasters generally strive 
for accuracy; and radio speech 
steadily improves as time goes 
on. But the infallible broadcaster 
has yet to be born. 

On a recent broadcast, Fulton 
Lewis pronounced the word prem- 
ises as “PREM-i-seez.” There is 
no sanction for the “ee” sound in 
the last syllable. The correct pro- 
nunciation is: PREM-i-sez. 

Lewis is confusing premises 
with such plural words as analy- 
ses, crises, parentheses, etc., which 
do have an “ee” sound in the last 
syllable. But the singular of such 
words ends with -is, as: analysis, 
crisis, parenthesis, The plural is 
formed by changing “i” to “e.” 

The singular of premises does 
not end with -is; the singular is 
spelled premise. The plural is 
formed by simply adding “s.” 

The rule: If the singular word 
ends with -sis, form the plural by 
changing the “i” to “e” and pro- 
nounce the syllable “seez.” If the 
singular word ends with -se, form 
the plural by adding “s” and pro- 
notince the last syllable “sez.”

Troubles With Traps. 


NLESS you are_ fortunate 

enough to eke out your daily 

bread writing for publication 
you are probably not aware that 
to take a definite stand on any 
issue is about the same as stick- 
ing your head into the mouth of 
a lion which is suffering from 
hay fever and chronic irritability. 
Anyway, instead of saying that 
you shouldn’t try to flush articles 
like towels, razor blades and emp- 
ty tooth paste containers down & 
toilet we just say that it isn’t 
wise, 


Once the trap in a toilet bow! 
gets clogged up you may be in for 
an interesting time. Often it is 
possible to clear the obstruction 
with a plumber’s friend, a rubber 
suction cup that either forces the 
obstruction out of the trap or 
pulls it back into the bowl. 


If this does not do much good 
try working a moderately stiff 


piece of wire into the trap with 
the idea of either pushing the ob- 
struction out or catching onto it 
and pulling it the other way. A 
wire coat hanger does very well 
for this job. 

An even better gadget to use 
here is something called a spring 
steel auger, This is a device that 
can be worked into the trap and 
then rotated so that the sharp 
point either tears up the obstruc- 
tion or gets such a firm grip on it 
that it can be pulled back out.

The Second Low Card Discard. 

HAVE devoted the last two 
| weeks articles to a discussion 

of the first low card discard. 
The problem is an involved one 
and I trust that I have thorough- 
ly confused most of you readers. 
For the benefit of those who 
haven't been completely confused, 
I will now start a discussion of 
the problem of matching your op- 


ponent’s low card discard with a 
low card of your own. 


If gin were an exdct science, 
this particular writing problem 
would be an easy one. I could 
lay down some hard and fast rules 
and you could follow them. Un- 
fortunately, as I have already 
pointed out many times, and as 
you may have already discovered 
for yourselves, there is a certain 
element of chance in the game 
and what may appear to be a 
wonderful play may cost you your 
shirt. 

The most important factor in 
deciding whether or not to place 
the second low card in the discard 
pile, as with all other gin plays, 
is your hand itself. If your hand 
clearly calls for a high discard, 
it is folly indeed to change your 
plans and throw a low card mere- 
ly because your opponent has 
thrown one, 

If there is doubt as to what is 
your correct discard, there are 
many hands with which the par- 
ticular low discard chosen by your 
opponent will help you to decide 
on your first discard. Sometimes 
in favor of a low discard, some- 
times against a low discard. 

Here is an example, Your op- 
ponent discards the deuce of 
clubs; you draw and hold: Kh, 
Jd, 10d, 8d, 7s, 7h, 3s, 3h, 3d, 2d. Your 
normal correct discard is the king 
of hearts, but your opponent has 
shown fhat he does not want the 
deuce of diamonds.

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Rhumba Expert From Cuba Takes Work 
Seriously, Brings Together Rival Dancing 
Teachers—Now All. Is as Smooth as 


Freshly-Waxed Ballroom Floor Here

HOSE sleekly attractive young men and women who teach 
Latin-American dances are beginning to practice the Good 
Neighbor policy. Traditionally so jealous that they seldom speak, 
or exchange glances, except perhaps for an icy atare of scorn at a 
rival’s samba technique, the managers and teachers of half a dozen 
St. Louis dance studios now gather in happy communion each Mon- 
day night to demonstrate their steps and their pupils, exchange shop

The occasion of this get-together 
is known as “Mario's Surprise 
Party,” and the man behind the 
change of scene is Mario Ramirez, 
proprietor of the Fred Astaire 
dance studio and nationa) director 
of Astaire’s Latin-American de- 
partment. A tall, dark and hus- 
kily handsome Cuban, Mario takes 
hig position ds unofficia) rhumba 
ambassador very seriously. 

“Is fun to do, this getting to- 
gether of all the studios, and is 
very commercial because it builds 
up the idea of dancing,’ Mario 
says candidly of his plan. “I have 
been trying to do something iike 
this for five years. I have tried 
in Miorida and New York but it 
is not until I come to San Luis 
that I find people in this field of 
entertainment that will partici- 
pate in something that is a com- 
mon cause, Hey,” he breaks off 
in a happy aside, “my English is 
getting good, isn’t it?” 

Mario’s English is not getting 
too good which is just as well, 
since it is a source of constant 
delightful surprises, and is good 
for at least one unplanned off-the- 
record laugh for performance, as 
he ad libs between the demonstra- 
tions. 

“Wha’ hoppens?” he is given 
to asking with naive pleasure, us 
one of his remarks about “these 
womans” or some unconventional 
mispronunciation is greeted with 
giggles. However, in his short 
time in this country, Mario has 
done remarkably well in his lan- 
guage mastery and even better 
in his dancing career. 

His career as a teacher and 
Latin- American dance authority 
came about by accident, for a)- 
though his mother taught him to 
dance when he was 12 and he a)l- 
ways liked to dance he had never 
intended to turn to it as a pro- 
fession. 

“I was born and raised in Ha- 
vana, Cuba,” he begins his story,

“and in 1934 I won a scholarship 
to go and study in Spain.

“An English destroyer came in 
and took us to Marseilles,” he ex- 
plained. “I told my friends, ‘Do 
not worry about me, as I have 
been studying French and can 
take care of myself.’ 

“But when we arrived at Mar- 
seilles, there was no Cuban consul 
there, and because my passport 
was written in Spanish, they be- 
lieved I was a Spanish refugee 
and would not let me land. I kept 
explaining but no one could un- 
derstand my French. ‘In Cuba 
we speak Spanish, Cuba was once 
a colony of Spain,’ I told the 
passport official, but still he did 
not know where eCuba was. ‘You 
know, I told him, ‘Cuba, where 
you get the good cigar.’. He didn't 
understand. ‘Cuba, where is the 
sugar cane,’ I said. Finally I say,

‘You know, Cuba, where is the 
rhumba’ (with this Mario gives a 
wicked wiggle).

That may have been Mario's 
first hint that rhumba could do 
more for him than language les- 
sons. He continued his education 
in Europe, however, and worked 
for the Cuban consul in Belgium 
for a while, then traveled through 
Germany and England. Then 
there was a change in the Cuban 
government and his scholarship 
funds were discontinued so he re- 
turned home just 15 days before 
war broke out in Europe. 


“I went back to Cuba but after 

had traveled to all those coun- 
tries, Cuba was too small for me,” 
he said, “so I came to this coun- 
try. I was contracted to work at 
the New York World’s Fair in the 
Cuban Village. It was a place 
where they expose to you all the 
different dances of Cuba.
